Where house is wired throughout the fol- 
lowing rule will be used in determining rate, 
viz: The total candle power divided by six- 
teen, the result divided by three and the quo- 
tient multiplied by $1.50. Where only a tew 
lights are installed the eight o'clock rates will 
apply. Where residences are occupied by 
more than one family, or boarders or roomers 
taken, special rates will be made, as this 
would call for an increased rate. Lodge- 
rooms, society or meeting halls, will be 
| charged the ten o'clock rate, which rate will

The members of the Young Men’s 
Republican Club began to assemble at 
their headquarters shortly 
o’clock last night. and by 7:30 they 
appeared on the street witn 128 flam- 
beaus and 30 or 40 torches, and pre- 
senteda fine appearance. The display 
of fire rockets from in front of their 
headquarters, and the bonfires lighted 
up the whole heavens. They marched 
to the Riverside Hotel, where Senator 
Stewart was stopping, and escorted 
him to a carriage, which fell in imme- 
diately behind Hastings’ Cornet Band, 
and the line of march was taken up) 
for the Opera House. Both sides of 
the streets through which the line 
passed, were thronged with people, 
and the firing of the anvils and the 
general animation of the scene re- 
minded one of an army going into 
battle with victory inscribed on ther 
banners. The transparencies were 
appropriate and numerous. The fol- 
lowing are some of the inscriptions: 
‘‘Republican pledges are always 
kept.’”’ ‘“‘What’s the matter with 
Thompson?’ ‘* Foley has been there 
beiote, and knows how.” ‘ Republi- 
can landmarks: A free ballot and a 
fair count.’’
